subtérfuge to escape the jurisdiction 
of the Federal courts. 

Immediately after the merger, the In- 
ternational Harvester Co., the trust, ac- 
quired by purchase four of its princl- 
pal competitors, D. M. Osborne & Co., 
for $4,000,000; Aultman, Miller & Co., 
fur $700,000; the Minneapolis Harvester 
Co., for $700,000, and the: Keystone com- 
pany, for $460,000. The plants of the 
Minneapolis company, manufacturing 
the “Minnie” harvester, and those of 
Aultman, Miller & Co., manufacturing 
the “Buckeye,” were at once shut dowr, 
the two plants having been bought for 
£1,40€,000 simply to destroy them. In 
iess than one year from the establish- 
rent of the trust it controlled more 
than 90 per cent of the total harvester 
business of the United States. 


Cinches the Farmers. 

The only independents of any conse- 
quence left were the Acme Harvester 
Machine Co., the Walter A. Wood Har- 
vester Co., the Johnson Harvester Co. 
and te Adriance Platt Co. Of these, 
the most important was the Acme, dut 
the Department of Justice has its doubts 
us toc whether it was not secretly con- 
trolled by the trust. 

Perkins, having created his trust and 
laid the basis of a complete monopoly 
in “everything the farmer buys,’’ pro- 
ceeded to “‘cinch” the farmers. Trae 
conditions and the patent laws made it 


easy. The harvester is the type of 
the modern farming implement, the 
product of invention. Patent rights 


create a legal monopoly of the device 
patented. So, if all the patents of 
value in any single branch of manu- 
facture are acquired by one concern, 
a complete monopoly results. The es- 
sential deviee of the harvester is the 
“*knotter,”’ and virtually all the knotter 
patents, both original and for improve- 
ments, are in the hands of the Har- 
vester Trust. The essential devices of 
plows, for instance, and many other 
agricultural implements, are not and 
cannot be protected by patents. 
Extends Its Monopoly. 

So a Plow Trust could not make har- 
vesters because the knotter, which is the 
essential device of the harvester, is pro- 
tected by patents, but there was nothing 
to prevent Perkins’ Harvester Trust from 
inaking plows and countless other agri- 
cultural implements. 

New trade conditions were such that 
Perkins was able to force the dvalers 
who had to buy his harvesters also top 


tures. 
In Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Illinois, lowa, Ne- 
braska, Kansas and Texas the cost of 
harvester machinery, including binding 
twine, constitutes at least 50 per cert of 
the total machine and implement éost 
of farming. The method of retail dis- 
tribution in those states is the same as 
in all the United States and gave the 
harvester company opportunity to mo- 
nopelize trade in other implements. 
There is a retail implement dealer in 
every village, but if his business is to 
be profitable that dealer must sell all 
kinds of implements. Dealers cannot 
possibly confine themselves to tillage 
implements, for instance, or to seeding 
implements or even to harvesting {m- 
plements; they have to sell all kinds of 
agricultural implements, from a plow 
to a harvester. Each class is a neces- 
sity to the farmer. This trade condi- 
tion cannot be overcome. 
Therefore, when the _ International 
Harvester Co. had got a virtual mo- 
nopoly, more than 90 per cent of the 
harvester trade, it at once engaged in 
the manufacture of all the other classes 
and by refusing to deal with any deal- 
er except those who would handle its 
goods exclusively it has been able to 
extend its monopoly over the farmers of 
the country. 

Dairymen in Its Grir. 
Having once gotten control of the 
machinery without which the farmers 
can not till the soil or gather crops, 
the International Harvester Co., or 
rather Perkins, because guilt is per- 
sonal, laid his hand on the land. Be- 


more money out of it, he suppressed 
the best and most efficient machinery 
and manufactured that which gave, 
more profits to himself, though less re- 
sults to the farmer. 

The best and most efficient harvester 
made was that of the Milwaukee. Its 
ratio of cost to selling price was the 
highest. ‘The Internktional Harvester 
Co. abandoned the model and is using 
the Milwaukee factory far the manufac- 
ture of cream separators and gasoline 
engines, for not even the dairymen are 
to escape this devouring trust. 


The ‘“Milwaukee’’ is dead. The 
“Plano” is dead. The “Champion” 
is dead. The “Buckeye” is dead. The 


“Minnie” is dead. They are all dead, 
sacrificed to the greed of “Big Busi- 
ness."" All the types which, a few years 
ago, were engaged in strong, healthy 
competition, striving for improvement 
and giving the farmers the best and 
most efficient machinery American 
genius could create, have disappeared. 
Foreed to Buy New Machine. 
The manufacture not only of the ma- 
chines, but also of the extra parts, has 
been stopped. If the owner of an aban- 
Goned type has a breakage, the part 
cannot be replaced and he must perforce 
buy a new machine from Perkins' Har- 
vester Trust. 

There are only two harvester ma- 
chines made today, “The McCormick” 
and the “Deering.” Yet if Perkins 
had his own way there would be only

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duction instead of improvement of the 
product. 
Twine Profit Increased. 

All this is very strikingly illustrated 
in the matter of binding twine, of which 
the Harvester Trust has secured a com- 
plete monopoly. The best results in 
binding twine are obtained by a l4- 
twist-to-the-foot twine with not more 
than 14 per cent of oil. This was the 
standard in the days of competition. 
But oil only costs seven-eighths of a 
cent a pound and fiber seven and one- 
half cents. So now the International 
Harvester Co., according to the informa- 
tion gathered by Department of Justice 
investigators, adulterates its fiber with 
a per cent of inferior fiber costing five 
cents a pound instead of seven and a 
half cents and uses a much greater 
percentage of oil, about twenty per cent. | 
The cost hag thus been materially less- 
ened but an inferior article has been 
produced, which breaks more often, 
causing loss and delay. The price, how- 
ever, has been increased. The profit is 
greater, and profit is the sole aim of 
the trust. 

Retail Prices Not Justified. 
And profit it gets. The investigations 
of the Department of Justice have 
shown that the retail prices charged 
by the International Harvester Co. of 
America cannot possibly be justified by 
the cost of production to the Interna- 
tleonal Harvester Co. A binder whicd 
custs. $35 to make is sold for $120. A 
mower which costs $20 is sold for $42. 
A corn harvester which costs $55 is sold 
fur $285. That is the way the farmers 
are “cinched.” Such prices are due 
to monopoly and to monopoly alone. in 
foreign countries the International Har- 
vester Co. sells to the fofeign farmers 
for less than to the farmers of this 
country: ass 
But Perkins, who, as he admitted 
under oath te Attorney-General Major 
of Missourt, controlled the entire busi- 
ness of the International Harvester 
Co., wanted rebates from the rail- 
roads, and he got them. The tnforma- 
tidn in possession of the Department 
of Justice shows that the Internation- 
al Harvester Co. received rebates from 
both the Bast and the West. It gets a 
rebate of $6 a car in thousands from. 
Eastern railroads. This payment is 
through the legal. department of the 
railroads te some individual, ostensi- 
bly for legal services. The Harvester 
Trust gets the money. 


Cover Up Rebates, 
In the West, where the Internationa! 
Harvester Co. owns short terminal rail- 
roads connecting its factories with the 
terminal, the terminal allowance sys- 
tem was used to cover up rebates. A 
switching rate of $1 a car was billed 
against the railroads in 190. But at 
last the railroads refused to stand for 
this, so Perkins invented a new plan. 
The International Harvester Co., which 
has large warehouses in the West, made 


obliged to pay transportation and other 
charges out of their commissions, 

The plan was as follows: The raii- 
roads billed against the agent the local 
tariff from Chicago to the intermediate 
warehouse, then a charge of $ for trans- 
fer and then the local tariff. from the 
intermediate warehouse to the point of 
destination. They then refunded the 
Harvester Trust the $5 transfer charge 
plus the difference between the through 
rate and the aggregate of the two local 
rates. 

More From Steel] Trust, 

But profits and rebates were not 
enough for Perkins. He wanted more 
and he got it from the Steel Trust. Per- 
kins, chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the International Harvester Co,, 
obtained from Perkins, chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the United States 
Steel Corporation, a special rate on steel 
used by the Harvester Trust and a re- 
fund of $3 a ton on all steel] used in the 
manufacture of machinery exported. The 
prices of raw material were manipulat- 
ed with a discriminating favor murder- 
ous to those who dared to compete with 
the International Harvester Co. 


Perkins, chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the International Har- 
vester Co., was also able to obtain for 
Perkins, member of the New York 
Clearance House, accurate information 
as to the standing and the loans of 
the independent Harvester companies, 
The banks which had made loans or 
were handling the business of the in- 
dependents were controlled either by 
Morgan, whose partner Perkins then 
was, or by Rockefeller, who is equally 
interested in the fortunes of the In- 
ternational Harvester Co. The inde- 
pendent manufacturers paying higher 
prices for their raw material were 
forced either to sell out or go to the 
wall. 

Controls the Resources, 

Today Perkins’ methods have placed 
the International Harvester Co. in con- 
trol of the agricultural resources of 
the United States. The trust makes the 


plows, the discs, the harrows with 
which the soil is prepared. It makeg 
the seeders and the drills. It makes 


the mowers, the hay rakes, the corn 
cutters, the corn shredders, the head- 
ers, the reapers, the binders, the har- 
vesters, the engines, the windmills, the 
wagons, the hoes, the rakes, the forks, 
the spades, the dairy machinery and 
implements used to produce almost all 
the $9,000,000,000 worth of farm and agri- 
cultural wealth which is the backbone 
of the prosperity of the country.

WASHINGTON, 24.—Edward

day by testifying before the Senate 
Lorimer Investigating Committee that 
Representative Henry S. Boutell of IIlli- 
nois, now American Minister to Switzer- 
land, told him that President. Taft, re- 
garding Lorimer as an acceptable sena- 
torial candidate, was anxious to have 
him. elected and would be very glad to 
assist in his election. 
Hines, when he first testified before 


July 


said that Senator Aldrich had told him 
the President was eager that Lorimer 
be chosen to break the Illinois dead- 
lock. The lumberman also told of call- 
ing Gov. Deneen over the telephone and 
acquainting him with the President’s 
desire in the matter. 

Went to See Gary. 
Today's session of the committee be- 
gan with Attorney Hanecy, counsel for 
Senator Lorimer, questioning Hines fur- 
ther about his trips to New York last 
winter when the Lorimer election issue 
was pending before the Senate. 
Hines testified that on one of these 
New York trips he called on E. H. Gary 
of the United States Steel Corporation 
to see about the price of stock in a 
Colorado iron company. 
Suddenly, at the instance of his counrt- 
sel, Hines produced a sheet of paper 
vithout letterhead and without signa- 
ture or date, but which Hines said was 
in Mr. Boutell’s handwriting. The let- 
ter contained these words: 
I should lke to have the Senator 
know who was the only man in 
Washington who went to the Presi- 
dent in his behalf AND BRING OFF 
(SIC) THE GOODS. 
Hines declared that the Senator re- 
ferred to was Senator Lorimer, and 
that his election to the Senate was the 
subject of the note. The witness ex- 
plained that he was sure of his ex- 
planation, becasue a little while after 
he got the note from Boutell he had a 


up the matter. 

Hines declared that in this conversa- 
tion Boutell said he had gone to see 
President Taft and had told him that 
Iorimer seemed to be the only man on 
whom the factions could unite. Hines 
continued: | 

‘Mr. Boutell said that after he told 
the President of Lorimer’s capabilities 
and of the ability of the factions to 
unite on him he (the President) said 
that he was very anxious to have a 
Senator elected from Illinois and that 
Mr. Lorimer was very acceptable to 
him and that he would do all he could 
to assist in eleeting him.’’ 

Found Letter Yesterday,

“Well, as this sheet was regarding my 
personal affairs, it was separated from 
the letter in which it came.’ 

“Why didn’t Mr. Boutell write this 
on the rest of-the letter?’ asked Sen- 
ator Jones.

“When was it written?” 

‘Some time after Mr. Lorimer’s elec- 
tion.

Talk Before Lorimer Election, 
Hines testified that Mr. Boutell’s talk 
with the President was two or three 
weeks before Lorimer was elected.

For: many years 
the men have done most of the hand- 
work in the East, the cradle of the 
shirt industry: The family laundries 
there also prefer men to ‘womeu., 
Julius Wetzel, in charge of the shirt 
factories of the Ferguson-McKinney 
Dry Goods Co., was the first to bring 
men froners to St. Louis. 

‘“‘Handwork 1s more satisfactory on 
high-grade material than the ironing 
done by machines;’’ Wetzel said. ‘‘The 
East has recognized it for many years. 
Women are unable to stand the strain of 
hand ironing. They lack the strength. 

‘“‘Men hand ironers receive from.7 to 11 
cents a shirt and many of our opera- 
tors can earn from six to seven dozen 
shirts a day. It is not unusual for them 
to make $25 a week, while a woman at 
a machine often doesn’t make over $6. 
But then she performs but a sixth of 
the whole work of ironing a shirt. 

One Does Work of Two.

Smith says that women who do hand- 
werk can stand it only four or five 
“ears. The constant muscular strain is 
tec much, and many die of consump- 
tica.

Some of the steam laundries employ 
inen to do their hand ironing, but the 
substitution has not advanced to any 
marked degree. One laufidry employs 
nine men in its handwork department.

Later word was received here that the 
American had again headed for this 
city, going with the speed of a pigeon. 


Mistake Aids Beaumont. 
A great crowd assembled at the aero- 


drome at Hendon at 4 o clock this morn- 
ing to witness the getaway on the sec- 
ond stage from Hendon to Edinburgh 
with intermediate stops at Harrogate 
and Newcastle. Through a mistake of 
the timekeeper, Beaumont, who was to 
have started second, got away first. 
Vedrines, after a few excited gestures, 
sailed away a few seconds later. | 

Thousands witnessed a splendid spec- 
tacle as the two airmen sped across the 
aerodrome at such a pace that they 
were soon lost to sight. Beaumont, who 
was flying higher, was quickly over- 
taken and when Harrogate, 82 miles 
from Hendon, was reached, Vedrines 
had gained the lead. This was retained 
in the stages from Harrogate to New 
Castle, 68 miles, and from Newcastle to 
Edinburgh, 93 miles. 

Valentine, the Englishman, who is 
making a bid for the prize against the 
Frenchmen, was third to arrive at Har- 
rogate. He won the prize of silver plate 
offered for the first Englishman to 
complete this stage. He was delayed 
for an hour at Harrogate and made a 
slow trip to Newcastle, having by mis- 
take landed outside the town instead 
of at Gosforth Park, the official land- 
ing place. 

Capt. Cody also reached Harrogate. 
Of the 13 others who completed the 
first stage from Brooklands to Hendon 
on Saturday, C. C. Patterson in a baby 
Grahame-White bhiplane and _. Lieut. 
Reynolds retired; E. Audemars with- 
drew after making three false starts at 
Hendon, and the rest either failed to 
get away or descended before making 
Harrogate. 

C. H. Pixton came down three miles 
south of Harrogate and smashed his 
machine, which probably has put him 
out of the race. The othcrs met with 
minor accidents but will continue. 

The official time between Hendon and 
Harrogate are: Vedrines, 3 hours 3 min- 
utes 4 seconds; Beaumont, 3 hours 7 min- 
utes 54 seconds; Valentine, 3 hours 39 
minutes 28 seconds.

NUE IN A SUIT 
AGAINST MAYOR 


Undertaker Asks Mandamus to 
Compel City to Accept That 
Concern as Surety. 





ECHO OF AN OLD FIGHT 





Since Kern Incandescent Light 
Fizzle City Has Ruled Against 
Bond Company. 





A mandumus suit to compel Acting 
Mayor Gundlach te accept the Ameri- 
can Surety Company on city bonds 
filed Monday in the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals by William M. Schu- 
macher, an undertaker. The city ordi- 
nances require undertakers to file bonds 
in the sum of $1000 as a guarantee 
that they will obey all city laws regu- 


lating embalming. 

The suit is the outgrowth of the liti- 
gation following the failure of the Kern 
Incandescent Light Company to carry 
out its contract with the city to Ught 
the city streets. The contract was 
made more than 10 years ago. The Kern 
company failed to carry out the con- 
tract, and the city brought suit against 
the National Surety Company to com- 
pel it to pay $200,000. 

It has developed that the National 
Surety Company, before it would sign 
the Kern company’s bond. required in- 
demnitors; the indemnitors, in turn re- 
quired other indemnitors, and the third 
set of indemnitors required still another 
set of indemhitors, and induced the 
American Surety Co. to indemnify them. 

In the course of the litigation the 
city learned of the American Surety Co.’s 
connection with the bond, and demanded 
the names of the persons or corporations 
who indemnified it. The American re- 
fused to give the names of its indem- 
nitors, and the city then refused to ac- 
cept the American or National on any 
more city bonds. 

It is presumed that Schumacher, in 
filing the suit, is acting in behalf of 
the bonding company, which is seeking 
to have decided whether the city can 
lawfully refuse to accept its bonds as 
punishment for its refusal to divulge the 
names of the men or corporations who 
were really back of the Kern company’s 
failure to Garry out its contract.

It is only in the seeming that the proc- 
ess is not the one which Mr. Parsons advo- 
eates. He would leave the trusts alone. He 
denies the right of the Government to interfere 
in private business. But in this respect he is 
not consistent. His first view is broad and 
appropriately philosophic. His second is Nnar- 
row and dogmatic. The geologist who deals in 
aeons of time and thinks in impersonal terms 
of natural forces, might be content to wait for 
the automatic rehabilitation of things. But in 
the contemplation of economic laws time is 
measured in brief terms of human life and or- 
ganized society is the force.. So we cannot wait 
and it would be wrong if we did wait, as Mr. 
Parsons advocates. 

Society, as the force which must work to 
right the evils of the trusts, is working every- 
where and working hardest where the Need is 
greatest. Trust-ridden New Hampshire, for 
years governed by railroads and corporations, 
declared itself free this year. The process 1s 
not so difficult either. It brought into existence 
|a public utilities commission with large powers, 
always a first step toward the righting of the 
wrongs. It established a permanent tax commis 
sion with powers specially measured to reach 
public service corporations. It took steps to 
prevent violation of the rates fixed for express 
companies. ,It gave itself a corrupt practices 
act, and a campaign expense law providing 
publicity both before and after election. It 
authorized a convention to meet next year and 
revise the State Constitution. 

Indiana did even more, and California, Nevada 
and Ohio nearly as much. Other states have pro- 
gressed fairly in the same direction and apparent- 
ly about in proportion to the extent of the evils 
the trusts forced upon them. New Jersey shows 
even a stronger reform spirit than New Hamp- 
shire and even a more radical reversal of form. 
New Jersey had gone about the limit in’ behalf 
of the trusts, that is, in making and promulgat- 
ing the evils which are righting themselves. 
It fathered and mothered the trusts. Its per- 
fidy won it the name of the traitor State. It 
was read morally out of the Union and was 
classed with “contiguous territory.”

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In the course of a highly interesting 
article on “Imperative Law Reforms,” 
published in the July number of the 
Editorial Review, Mr. Edward J. Mc-, 
Dermott thus summarizes the gfeatest , 
hindrances to justice in the criminal 
courts: 

‘1, Unpunished perjury, the natural! loss of 
witnesses by delay, and the systematic and 
corrupt dispersa! of important witnesses from 
the place of trial. 

“9. The refusal of courts to compel a de- 
fendant to produce documents or other physi- 
cal things that may make his guilt clear. 

“8. The abuse of expert testimony. 

‘4. Reversals in appellate courts on the 
ground of petty technical errors in mere pro- 


cedure. 
‘S Maudlin sympathy for the accused in 


conspicuous cases on the part of the public 
or of ‘the low or semi-crimina! classes that 
hang about the courts during exciting trials; 
and the reluctance of jurors and sometimes 
of judges to punish any criminal adequately, 
especially if he be an influential murderer 
or have money enough to pay for open legal 
aid and disguised illlegal assistance.’’ 

Mr. McDermott draws a striking con- 
trast between Criminal Court procedure 
in England and in the United States 
when he points out that the trial of Dr. 
Crippen for wife murder lasted only 
four and one-half days while the Harry 
Thaw trial in New York dragged along 
for 12 weeks. ‘‘About the same 
time. Whiteley, who murdered a mer- 
chant {in London, was tried and con- 
victed in five hours.’’ In the Whiteley 
case a jury was selected in eight min- 
utes. In the United States the selec- 
tion of a jury is frequently a matter 
of days—sometimes a matter of weeks. 

Criminals, Mr. McDermott says, are 
neither coddied nor lionized in En- 
gland. “If a convicted prisoner takes 
an appeal, he runs the risk of having 
the judgment against him made worse 
than it had been in the lower court.’ 
A case is quoted wherein a man con- 
victed of shooting with Intent to kill 
appealed his case. The Lord Chief 
Justice thought the sentence was too 
light and the higher court added three 
years to the appellant’s punishment.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—When the 
¥fouse Steel Trust Committee resumed 
its session today Chairman Stanley put 
Into the record a copy of the ironclad 
agreement by which the Steel Plate 
United States was 
entered into’ Nov. 9, 1900. The agree- 
ment has been in possession of Chair- 
man Stanley for some time and a num- 
ber of witnesses have been questione 
regarding it. Eleven great steel com- 
panies made the agreement and appor- 
tioned “among themselves all shipments 
of steel plates. 

The steel company that dared to vio- 
late the agreement laid itself liable to 
heavy penalties, and it is said that 
fines of $1000 frequentiy were imposed 
on members of the combination when 
complaints were filed with the Execu. 
tive Committee. Each firm was required 
to make monthly .sworn statements re- 
lating to shipments and rolling produc- 
tion, and any member who shipped more 
than his apportioned amount was re: 
quired to pay a penalty on each pound 
of such excess, the money thus collecte2 
teing apportioned among the members 
whe did not ship up to their allotted 
share. 

The agreement showed the following 
apportionment of shipments allowabie 
by. the various companies party to the 
agreement: ' 

Carnegie Steel Co., 46.25 per centr; 
Jones & Laughlin, limited, 4.75: Illinois 
Steel Co., 11; Crucible Steel Co. of 
America, 4.50; Otis Steel Co., 2.50; Tide- 
water Steel Co.,.3; Lukens Iron & Steel 
Co., 7.50; Worth Bros. Co., 7; Central 
Iron and Steel Co., 8; American Steel 
and Wire Co., 5.50 per cent. Glasgow 
Iron Co., to the’ extent of sales and 
up to 40,000 tons, should they be able 
to accomplish them, prior to Dec. 31, 


1901.

“JACKSON, Ky., 
Swimms and Mrs. Swimms were killed 
instantly and Alonzo Allen seriously

Mrs. Swimms is the mother-in-law of 
Normon Allen, a brother of the wounded 
man, and the killing is the result of an 
old family grudge. 

It is reported that the Allens were 
passing the home of the Swimms and 
were called in by some member of the 
family. Other reports are that the al- 
lens went to the Swimms home. 

They had not been there but a few 
minutes until the shooting began. 
Swimms was shot a half dozen times 
and Mrs. Swimms five times. 

Alonzo Allen was shot three or four 
times. His hrother was not wounded, 
although several shots were fired at 
him by Mrs. Swimms, who was using a 
shotgun. 

Allen was taken to a Lexington hos- 
pital, where it is said his death is cer- 
tain.

He arranged with 
Mrs. W. F. Hobbs of Chicago, who had 
been her employer, and with <A. M. 
Price, brother of Mrs. Porter, for the 
interment in the Price lot in Bellefon- 
taine Cemetery. Her body will rest there 
beside that of her father, who never 
forgave her for marrying Edgar, 30 
years ago. 

When the younger Edgar reached the 
Hobbs home in Chicago Sunday and 
looked on the face of the woman whom 
an automobile killed Thursday night he 
saw his mother for the first timg since 
he was a child of 4 years. He showed 
deep feeling, but no overpowering grief. 
His greatest regret seemed to be that 
he had not, in the’ last two years, visit- 
eu. his mother. 

“Until two years ago,’’ a Chicago dig- 
patch quotes him cs saying there, “I 
supposed my mother was dead. I had 
been told so as a child, and had never 
known any reason for doubting it. I 
knew that my father did not like to 
hear her mentioned, so I did not ask 
the questions I might otherwise have 
asked. 

“Two years ago my mother sent a 
message to me through young Mr. 
Hobbs, son of her employer. He called 
au my office and told me that my moth- 
ec was living with the family, as his 
mother’s companion. I could hardly 
believe it at first. 

“I judged from what Hobbs told me 
that my mother was pleasantly situated. 
I determined to see her when I should 
go to Chicago, but thinking business 
would take me there some time, I did 
not think it needful to make a special!

BEAT HUSBAND AS 


Bachmann a Prisoner in Hospital 
After Resort Crowd Mauls 
im. * 


SHE HAD BABY IN ARMS 
Couple Separated a Week Meet 
at Car Loop Pavillion, 
Creve Coeur Lake. 








A crowd of men and women at Creve 
Coeur Lake interfered when Edward 
Bachmann of 1000 North Vandeventer 
avenue struck his wife, while she held 
their baby in her arms, and beat Bach- 
mann until he was: almost insensible. 
He is a prisoner at Centenary Hospital, 


where his numerous injuries are being 
treated. The women showed themselves 
as eager as the men to get in a blow. 

Pachmann and his wife have been sep-! 
arated a week, and he encountered her 
for the first time Sunday evening as she 
was walking with a married sister on 
the pavilion near the car -loop. He 
struck her on the jaw, and she ran to- 
ward the car, then just approaching, 
with her husband in pursuit. 

A score of men and women were wait- 
ing for the car. As Mrs. Bachmann 
was about tod board it her husband over- 
took her, and struck at her agaio. 
Men and women in the crowd united in 
an attack on him. They’ threw him 
to the ground, struck and kicked him 
anc one woman trampled on him re- 
peatedly. ; 

At that moment Mrs. Bachmann cried 
out. from the rear platform—‘‘He hit the 
baby!’ The crowd. broke to run and 
see how much the child was hurt, and 
Bachmann seized the opportunity to 
escape. He went into the pavilion to 
wash the blood from his face. 

Deputy Constable Mertz arrested him 
there and sent him to the University 
City Jail, where a physician who ex- 
amined him said he might be internally 
injured from the kicks and trampling 
he had received, and advised that he 
be sent to the hospital. 

The manager of the resort preferred 
a charge of disturbing the peace against 
Bachmann and he will have a hearing 
Friday. 


OWNER BURNED IN 
EFFORT TO SAVE BOAT 


Motorboat Catches Fire While It 
Is Being Launched. in 
Mississippi. 

Henry Knepp of 3657A Marine avenue, 
a chauffeur, was just launching his gas- 
oline launch near the foot of Arsenal 
street Sunday evening, when the gaso- 
Ine tank caught fire. Four friends of 
Knepp jumped back to land. Knepp 
jumped into the water and made an un- 
successful effort to put out the fire, 

burning his hands and arms.

LINER FROM NAPLES 
WITHOUT PASSENGERS 


Change in Quarantine Rule 
Forces Disembarkation of 


700 Persons. 


NEW. YORK, July 24.—Because of the 
unusually strict quarantine regulations 
recently issued by the United States 
Government for protection against the 
threatened invasion of cholera, the 
steamship San Giorgio will arrive from 
Naples fomorrow morning without a 
passenger. 

She had previously been booked to 
carry 700 passengers, mostly steerage, 
when a cable message Was received at 
Naples .noting that the United States 
Government had. increased the time of 
the quarantine of vessels from Naples 
from five to ten days. The San Glorgio 
had already obeyed the customary five- 
day regulation and was prepared to de- 
part with tts passengers and a big cargo. 
After a hurried conference it was de- 
cided to disembark the passengers and 
send the vessel on scheduled time, be- 
cause of its large consignment of perish- 
able freight. 

The handling of steerage business is 
the most profitable department of a 
steamship company’s activities, how- 
ever, and the loss to the line will be a 


considerable one.

Louis division, has been transferred to 
a clerical position. Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock and Chief Inspector Sharpe, 
after an inquiry, held that Patterson 
showed “lack of judgment’’ in obtain- 
ing Kaiser’s aid in a case where, they 
held, another postoffice inspector could 
have helped him. 

Kaiser went to Leavenworth, Kan., 
with Patterson more than a year ago, 
to get the confession of George Ebe- 
ling, one of the Glencoe train robbers, 
to the Great Northern train robbery at 
Spokane, Wash. Patterson, according 
to the charges filed against him, took 
Kaiser into the case unnecessarily. 

A Washington dispatch to the Post- 
Dispatch quotes the Postmaster-Genera] 
as saying that the inquiry in Patter- 
son’s case revealed nothing Indicating 
that Patterson had attempted-to procure 
any share in any of the rewards offered.
